“The transfer will not 
take place until after the 
agreement is satisfied’’ said 
Mayor Gibbon, But Coun, 
de Bruijn was not satisifed 
the town’s position was se- 
cure, ‘‘I will go one step 
further’’ he said, ‘‘I feel 
there is an interest and 
benefit that will accrue to 
the residents of Grandin 
Park under the land swap, 
and there is also a liability 
that will accrue to the town, 
Ratepayers from through- 
out St, Albert should have an 
equal opportunity to™vote 
on the matter,
